1. Claims 14-15 and 18-26 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1-11. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the recited heat activatable adhesive further 
including from about 30 to about 70 wt.% nitrile butadiene rubber, from about 20 to 
about 60 wt.% of one or more novolac phenolic resins and one or more crosslinking 
agents, in amounts of less than about 0.25 wt.%. 

The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the 
invention as instantly claimed.
